REGISTRATION^FOR WOMEN 


The women are still registering at 


the City Clerk's 
office occasionally 


although there is as yet no great 
number of names on the registration 
look. The date for closing registra- 
;ion does not arrive until June 30th 
next, but inasmuch as the number of 
those eligible to register is practi- 
:ally doubled it will be very desirable 
:o have this important duty attended 
':o as early as possible in order to 
ivoid unprecedented congestion dur- 
ng the month of June. 


Next year occurs the election of 


President and Vice President of the 
United States and according to the 
laws of Rhode Island, all women who 
are above the age of twenty-one 
years and residents of the town or 
city are entitled to vote provided 
they are -properly registered before 
June 30th. This law is entirely sep- 
arate and distinct from the Consti- 
tutional amendment creating univer- 
sal suffrage for women which is now 
awaiting the approval of a sufficient 
number of State legislatures to be- 
come a part cf the Constitution of 
the United States. While its approval 
by the States is practically certain, 
the date when it will become effective 
cannot be ascertained until the legis- 
latures meet next January.

ADHERE TO FEED STANDARDS 


Nec«s««ry That Feeder Exercise Good 


Judgment 
and 
Intelligent 


Observation. 


(Prepared by tha United States Depart- 


ment ot' Agriculture.) 


Good judgment and intelligent ob 


servntlon on the part of the feeder are 
necessary In the application of feed- 
Ing standards, as the calculation of 
economical rations is not merely a 
matter of applied mathematics. The 
local conditions as regards the feed- 
ing stuffs which can- be grown and 
purchased 
economically, and 
the 


:vnlue of the products, will have much 
to do in determining how closely the 
feeder, can nfford to adhere to the 
standard. But such standards or for- 
mulas, used in connection with the 
feeders observation of his animals and 
the markets, are very useful, and have 
served a good purpose In Improving 
the practice of feeding. It is In their 
abuse that chief danger lies. 


An Open-Front Poultry House Keeps

be constructed so that there will be | 
no draft In cold weather. The front of i 
the house should he so high .that the | 
windows or openings will allow tho 
sun to shine well back Into the interior 
during flic winter. Burlap, unbleached 
musllri, or light-weight duck cloth may 
be used for curtains In the front. This 
cloth should be thin enough to allow 
n slow circulation of air without a 
draft. This Is Impossible If too heavy 
n grade of 'duck.cloth Is used or if 
the cloth Is oiled or painted. 


A large amount of glass In the front 


of the house makes It warm during the 
day hut cold at night, as glass radiates 
heat very rapidly. 
Some glass, how- 


ever, Is helpful In providing light when, 
the curtains are closed. Sonic ventila- 
tion should be given In a poultry house 
even in the coldest night It Is usually 
best secured by leaving .a small win- 
dow open or having rauslln curtnlns In 
the front of the house. If the house la 
shut up tightly without any muslin cur- 
tnlns In the front there Is a tendency 
for moisture to collect In the house 
and condense on the rafters and other 
woodwork on frosty mornings. It is 
not necessary to close the muslla cur- 
tains In the front of the house except 
In very cold or stormy weather. Hens 
ir¥$ pftl«"!«J ft ftaferS wltn wtrW 
feathers and a high body temperature 
so that they are better able to with- 
stand dry, cold 'air than warmer air 
which Is damp.

Watch Pigs Closely. 


Every hog raiser Is advised to watch 


the spring pigs closely to see that they 
ore on their feed; that Is, that the an- 
imals • have good appetites and eat 
their daily allowances of grain and 
grass with, relish and avidity. If n pig 
shows Indications of being "off Teed" 
his owner should change the ration, 
using barley In place of corn and pro- 
viding as much skim milk or butter- 
milk ns Is'avallable. He should also 
provide an abundance of pure, fresh 
water for the pigs as well as plenty 
of shade during the hot 
Bummer 


months. 


Freedom from lice means hog com- 


. fort. This can be obtained by tha 
plentiful use of crude or black oil 
upon the animals ns well as In their 
quarters and wallows. Natural shade 
Is always the best, but where this la 
rfot obtainable, temporary shelter from 
the sunny smile of Old Sol may bo ob- 
tained by setting some posts to which 
crossplcces are attached about 3}£ to 
4 feet from the ground so. that a tem- 
porary roof of straw or grass may bo 
provided for the protection of the hoga.

The American people are 
never 


•very strong on raking over dead 
3>ones. But there are some skeletons 
Sn the closet of war history that will 
riave to be examined before the cam- 
Jiaign of 1920 is over. 


The apologists of the administra- 


tion will of course assert that'the 
war was won with glorious efficiency 
and that the results prove it. 
Still 


the friends of nearly ' 100,000 dead 
American soldiers are not fully con- 
.vinced of that fact. 


The failure of American aircraft 


'was one of the grievous disappoint- 
ments of the war. And it had the

ion of'aliens are preparing lo return 
to their former homes in EuropeoThe' 
loss of so many able bodied workers 
is going to be fcit in many industries. 


This drift back to Europe will 


afl'cct principally the trades lhat de- 
pend upon common labor. The skilled 
worker who has acquired a good po- 
sition in n standard trade will be 
more apt to stay here. 
But it is 


going to be a problem how to get the 
coal mined, the timber and fuel wood 
cut, Ihe farms cultivated, the ditches 
dug. 


Vet tbe performance of-these tasks 


is absolutely necessary to civilization. 
A lot of boys that have been looking 
for jobs where they can keep their 
hands clean and their cuffs white, 
would better look for something more 
essential. They would better let the 
girls tend the stores' and figure up 
the accounts^ The boy who used to 
set out to become a clerk, would much 
better become

carpenter 
or

plumber or a painter or a farmer. He 
will earn quite as much money, and 
his services will be much more in 
demand.

A good many of these aliens, those

Ims evidence Hint fntllcnl elements In 
this country nre Inking advantage of 
discontent among certain pnrts of the 
negro population to intensify 111 feeling 
between the races. 
Wllliln the last 


three days federal ngents have report- 
ed that the I. \V. W. Is circularizing the 
negro section of Philadelphia ami this 
city, tlie circulars helng worded In vio- 
lent language, sometimes Illustrated 
with cartoons of the most vicious con- 
ception. In every Instance the circular 
urges the negro to Join the I. W. W. 
and In some Instances to ally himself 
with other bodies of bolshevlst sym- 
pathies. 


Virtually every J. W. W. and Left 


Wing Socialist paper published In this 
country Is now taking part In the pro- 
paganda. Some of the papers are edit- 
ed by negro agitators, who openly ad- 
vise the negroes to arm and to defend 
their rights, as one. paper put It, "with 
flre, shot and shell." 


Dr. Robert L. McElroy, educational

League, made public parts of a report 
submitted by Dr. L. B. Moore, the dean 
of Howard University in Washington, 
who has been Investigating the negro 
situation, particular!^ in the south. 


"Restlessness among the laboring 


classes Is found generally throughout 
the South," says one report. "A well 
trained touched In one of our larger, 
schools In the South told me the color- 
ed people were being organized by rep- 
resentatives of the I. W. W. The dis- 
gruntled attitude of the returning sol- 
dier Is a potential factor In the South 
In making for uneasiness and a large 
measure of discontent.

Upon hearing a call for help from nn 
American tank, which hnd become dis- 
abled thirty yards from them, these 
three soldiers left their shelter and 
started toward the tunk under heavy 
fire from German machine guns and 
trench mortars. In crossing tho flrc- 
swept area, Corp. O'Shea wns mortally 
wounded, but Ills companions, unde- 
terred, proceeded to the tank, rescued 
n wounded officer and assisted two 
wounded soldiers to cover In the sap 
of a nenrby trench. Sergt Latham 
and Sergt. Eggers then returned to

Major Whlttlcsey, the hero of thd 


"go to hell" refusal to surrender, waa 
decorated for conspicuous gallantry 
and Intrepidity In action with the ene- 
my northeast of Blnardvlllo, In tho 
Forest d'Argonne, France, October 2- 
7,1018. Although cnt oK for five days 
from the remainder of his division. 
Major Whlttlesey maintained his posi- 
tion which he had reached under or- 
ders received for an advance and held 
together his command, consisting orig- 
inally of 403 officers and men of tho 
808th Infantry nnd .Company K of tho 
S07th Infantry, in the face of a su- 
perior number of the enemy during tho 
five days. Major Whlttlcsoy and hla 
command were thus cut oft and no ra- 
tions or other supplies reached him In 
spite of determined efforts which wero 
made, by his division. On the fourth 
day Major Whittlcsey received from 
the enemy a written proposition to 
surrender which he treated with con- 
tempt, although lie was at.that tlma 
out of rations and had suffered a loss 
of about 50 per cent of killed and 
wounded of bis command and was sur- 
rounded by the enemy. His home Is In 
Plttsfield, Mass.

For the following interesting ac- 


count of this ancient window, we arc 
indebted to Mr. Lloyd Mayer, the 
Librarian of the Society. 


Sixty years ago, shortly before the 


Outbreak of the Civil War there stood 
on Thames street, three doors above 
Washington Square, an old apothe- 
cary's shop, prominent among tho 
features of which was a bow window. 
Here,of course, was displayed those 
fascinating obiccts which, especially 
by lamplight, used to dazzle the star- 
ing eyes of urchin passersby, great 
globes of brilliant red and blue liq- 
uids, pestles and mortars, and all the 
innumerable etceteras that go to the 
complete establishment of a respect- 
able apothecary. The Shop belonged 
to Dr. Johnson, and there is not a 
genuine old Newporter today who 
docs not remember the old gentle- 
man and his old Apothecary-Shop. 


But the Bow .Window, like' some 


other beautiful things, had indulged 
in a past long before it came to ndorn 
Dr. Johnson's Shop. It was first an 
object of admiration in the Charles 
Feke house on Washington Square 
in 1794. Life was so sweet in those 
good old days, that men and women 
•were obliged to saturate their inte. 
riors with bitters by way of compen- 
sating Nature's balance, and Feke's 
Bitters, compounded in the Charles 
Feke house, achieved a world wide 
renown.

Newport lay for years forsaken and 
forgotten amid darkness, dust, and 
cobwebs, musing, doubtless—as soula 
and windows are closely connected—, 
on the splendors and glories of tho 
past.

Once more it rejoiced in 


the light of day. And its new life 
is destined to be even more glorious 
than its past, in that nobody hence- 
forward who passes before it, will fail 
to recognize and admire it, while, in 
the olden time, thousands rr.ust have 
ebbed and flowed under its panes with 
the tides of ambulant humanity, with, 
out ever casting more than a passing 
glance at its- too familiar counte- 
nance. 


The window came into the posses- 


sion of the Society doubtless through 
the ministration of the much revered 
J. II. K. Southwick. And now, lo and 
behold, the famous old window deftly 
inserted in the wall of the corridor 
Heading from the front door of the 
Society's building into the main hall, 
where all who enter may view and 
admire it to their hearts' content. 
And occupying a conspicuous position 
on one of the shelves of the window 
is the very mortar in which the in, 
gredients of the world renowned 
Feke's Bitters were pounded and 
compounded for the great benefit of 
mankind in the latter part of the 
ISth century.

CHART OF GREAT USEFULMESS 


Record Said to Have Saved 
Many 


Thousands of Dollars for Big

One of the big telegraph companies 


not long ago completed a chart thnt 
shows all the wlr»« used in the land 
service of the company. There are 
about 1,000.000 miles of wires in all. 
l£ach wire Is represented by a line on 
the chart, and a number, with figures to 
Indicate the material and the gauge. 
The chart also shows the route of 
ever}' cut-In, whether It Is for opera- 
tion or for testing.' Besides that, the 
map shows the cross connections be- 
tween the various wires In each office, 
and even the office assignments of the 
various circuits. 


The chart covers 70 sheets, each 


three feet by five. If mounted edge 
to edge It would form one map 27 
feet high and 65 feet long. In order 
to handle the record conveniently, the 
sheets are mounted In steel frame pan- 
els that swing like the leaves of a 
gigantic book. Tt IB said that this 
chart Is the first single comprehensive 
record of the Material, the size, the 
position and the purpose of every wire 
operated by the Western Union Tele- 
graph 'company. Having such £ record 
has already saved ihousands of dol- 
lars thnt might have been spent In 
construction work had not the chart 
shown an alternative scheme that was 
better.
